DEMANDS ACTION TO 
RELIEVE THE COURTS 


Chief Justice Tart Urges Creation 


of 18 Additional District 


Judges 


Washington, Oct. E,—Chief Justice 


Taft. appearing today before the Sen- 
ate Judiciary committee, urged cre- 
ation of 18 additional district judges 
as a means of releivingr congestion in 
federal 
court 
dockets. Something 
mutt be done, he declared, to keep the 
courts Erom being swamped. 
Present a.t the hearing1 were Attor- 


ney General Uaugherty and a commit- 
tee of federal Judges and district,at- 
torneys, which has recommended an 
increase in the number of federal dis- 
trict judges. 


The Volstead act. Chief Justice Taft 
said, had "added greatly to the juris- 
diction of federal courts," He added, 
however, that prohibition was only one 
feature oE court congestion and was 
responsible for only eight par cent of 
increased court bu si ness. 


"With a chuckle the chief Justice re- 


marked that a "district judge IE a. 
power In his community." 


For h.ilf sn hour the chief justice In 
an Informal manner discussed the ad- 
vjsablUry fit reilsing the nation's fed- 
eral court system. Fctiuently he was 
questioned bv senators. 


Asked by Senator Reed whether h" 


thought there would be a decrease in 
the number of cases in federal courts 
grotvin& out of prohibition law viola- 
tions, the chief justice said the num- 
ber of cases "is apt to grow a great 
deal before it grows l^^a."

Said to Be Conducting Unlawful 


Business in Ntw York State 


Albanv, Oct. S. — Steps to ter- 
minate the existence of the Coopera- 
tive Society of America, said to be 
now selling stock for the purpose of 
establishing a system of stores to 
eliminate tha middle man, were an- 
nounced tonight by Attorney General 
Charles D. Newton. He said he had 
designed 
Frederick 
R. 
Rich, 
a 
special deputy attorney sen era!, to 
examine further into the activities of 
the organization with a view to wind- 
Ing up its affairs. An injunction pro- 
ceeding under the so-called Martin 
"blue sky taw" 
probably 
will be 
sought, it was intimated. 


Complaint Qf the operations of the 
society was made by Commissioner of 
Farms and Markets Berne A, Fyrfc 
"In my opinion," Attorney General 


Newton said, "this Association violates 
sections oC the membership corpora- 
tion law 
and business corporation 


law In that it uses the word 'coopera- 
tive' without the authorization of the 
statutes: 
"Further, the association Is not in 
fact a cooperative company under the 
laws ot any state. The' most serious 
charge to be made against the as- 
sociation and the people who are con- 
ducting Its sales campaign In New 
Yorw city Is that It Is represented 
that cooperative stores are to be start- 
ed in this state. For this reason, It la 
selling certificates ot beneficial in- 
terest upon oral representations which 
cannot be lawfully substantiated. The 
selling campaign is reaching consid- 
erable dimensions and is endangering 
the business of cooperative societies 
established In this state, which It is 
the duty ot the state commissioner 
of farms and markets to protect," 
The Cooperative Society ot Amer- 
ica waa organized as a common law 
trust under the laws of Illinois and 
has been doing business in New York 
,clty.

volt" which appeared on a. note for 
169,000 held by Mrs. Emma Richard- 
son Burkett, of Hillsdale, Ind,, was a 
forgery.

rested last July on a charge of forg- 
ery after she had presented a claim 
to (he Roosevelt estate; she was ex- 
tradited to New York, locked up in 
the Tombs, and later transferred to 
Bellovlew hospital for observation as 
to her sanity.

PUT IN SWEAT SHOP 


Director Forbes Declares Present 


System of Federal Vocational 


Training Is Wrong 


Washington, Oct. 5.—Tho present 
system of federal vocational training 
contains "decidedly loo rituch theory 
and needs the injection of practical 
methods," Director Forbes of the Vet- 
erans' buieau declared in a report to 
President Harding mace public today, 
covering his recent country-wide in- 
spection of hosp it a Ination and \oca* 
tional training facilities. 


In making public the report. Colonel 
Forbes charp <*lemed the system as 
"unmistakably and absolutely wrong," 
and expressed doubt whether "very 
many men have actually been rehabil- 
itated by the government and have 
gone back to their respective com- 
munities as wage earners and as as- 
sets," 


"We have farmed men out under 
this system," the director added in 
commenting on the report. "It 
is 
nothing short of crime and slavery 
to put men into some of the places 
they have been put, I am opposed 
to the sweat shop system and 1 do not 
propose to let more of the former 
service men be exploited by mushroom 
houses that have sprung up merely 
to exploit the soldiers and get the 
government's money," 


Government hospltall£atlon ot for- 
mer service men was said by Colonel 
Forbes In his report to be nearly equal 
to the needs, except in certain locali- 
ties, but he added that it would be 
necessary to continue e^tendiiig the 
program, _

WHEN YOU HUNT OR FISH 


Bear In Allud the Provision* of tbe 
Amended Trespass Law—Brief 


Summary «C Hevlsed taw. 


The New York State Trespass law 


was revised to a considerable extent 
during the last session of the legis- 
lature. As a result the new law is 
very poorly understood and there are 
all sorts of reports being olrculated 
about 1L The taw was revised in an 
effort to relieve farmers ot some of 
the nuisance and loss which come 
from irresponsible people constantly 
hunting on their land, letting down 
fences, stealing fruit and otherwise 
destroying property. The following Is 
a brief sumrnary of the trespass law 
as It now stands: 
First, the act as originally drawn, 


to require any hunter or fisherman to 
gut a written permit before entering 
upon any lands aroused so much Just 
opposition that It waa greatly modi- 
fled. 
The taw WEia changed to prt- 


vide that the land owners must first 
legally post their premises. Then if 
any person trespasses thereon he Is 
subject to u fine of *50, one-half ol 
which goes to the state and ona-half 
to the land owner. Persons trepa 
Ing on posted lands are liable to ar- 
rest on sight by any* peace officer or 
state trooper. If any person desires 
to flsh or hunt upon posted land he 
must get the written consent of the 
owner of the land. Such permits can- 
not ba given except on regular form 
blanks to be furnished by the st 
conservation 
commission. 
And, a 


queer feature of this,is that the land 
owner himself must get the written 
pel mit of the state to flsh or hunt 
upon his own land: otherwise he is 
as much subject to arrest as anyone. 


To post lands legible warning signs 
not less than one foot square must be 
placed conspicuously not "more than 
40 rods apart around 
trie entire 


boundary of such lands 
Illegible or 


mutilated sign boards must be re- 
placed In June, July and August each 
year. If lands are posted in any other 
months than July, August or Septe 
ber, the law deems that the trespasser 
has not had duo notice and prosecu- 
tion cannot be 
maintained 
against 


him. If, during the month of October, 
one or more of the signs shall bo de- 
stroyed the land is no longer consider- 
ed as posted and the owner must wait 
until the following July to again post 
it. Unless lands are pasted, tho hunt- 
er or fisherman may seek game Or 
fli-h ujjon them subject only to 
the 


ordinary penalties for damage.

group should, ^ 1th open mindeclness

Identification with the interests and 


aspirations of the people served Is es- 
sential.

The 40,000,000,000 francs 
of paper money Issued by revolution- 
ary Franca warn entirely repudiated, 
yet France under the sound-money 
government of Napoleon, less than 10 
years afterward 
became the moat 


powerful and prosperous nation of 
Europe. The real wealth of a nation 
lies in its natural resources and the 
energy ot its people. A nation can not 
be economically ruined 90 lone as it 
continues to possess these resources 
but the facts do not prove that a gov- 
ernment can resort to repudiation 
without forfeiting Its right to Kovefn 
and they do not In the least set a 
pattern whose imitation great Eur- 
opean 
nations such as England, 
France and Italy could consider." 


A very notable change began in

parts of the world. Their prosperity ' 
is our prosperity. Their trials are 
out* trials. 
"While doubtless many bankers SO 
years ago knew that no great prosper- 
ity could com* to their Institutions 
unless the country also troapered; 
there were some who felt that hard 
could be utilized by the tanks to ex* 
act excessive Interest and otherwiset 
take advantage of the situation.

This great American Bankers' asso- 
ciation ban been of notable service 
along; this line, as well as let 'more 
echnical fields. It has made us feel 
more clearly the community of inter- 
est and the necessity of cooperation. 


"Again tha willingness of hankers 
l over the country, wherever they 


are able, to join in the formation of 
pools for the assistance ft some par* 
.tcular industry la but an «vldence,Of 
;he -wider view of things that tee 
lave at the present time. We also 
feel that the'man we must assist Is 
:h« producer, and I especially wish 
:o brint to your attention for study 
:he cooperative, marketing associa- 
lons -which have developed in this 
part of the country to a greater ex- 
ent than elsewhere. 


We injght claim that the realization 


hat we can only prosper as the coun- 
ry prosper* has broadened our views 
and that while our opportunities have 
ncreased, the responsibilities, we re- 
alize, have Increased at a greater rate, 
and that noe only for- our own coun- 
try, but for th« whole world. Think 
;ha( today, for all practical purposes, 
:he world is smaller than when Caesar 
set out to conauer Gaul. Such is the 
nter-relatlon of the different nations 
that we cannot, if we would, avoid the 
expansibility."
